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Preface 

The  New  Mexico  interscholastic  contests  outlined  in 
this  bulletin  are  being-  sponsored  and  conducted  by  the  Uni- 
versity of  New  Mexico  in  co-operation  with  the  New  Mexico 
High  School  Athletic  Association  and  the  New  Mexico  Edu- 
cational Association  Committee  on  Interscholastic  Activ- 
ities. 

In  all  athletic  contests,  eligibility  of  contestants  must 
be  certified  on  the  regular  forms  of  the  Athletic  Association 
in  accordance  with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  that 
organization. 

For  the  State  Basketball  Tournament,  these  eligibility 
lists  must  be  sent  to  Vice-President  John  Milne,  at  Albu- 
querque, as  has  been  the  custom. 

For  the  track,  field,  and  tennis  contests,  the  eligibility 
lists  must  also  be  sent  to  Vice-President  John  Milne,  reach- 
ing him  not  later  than  April  22,  1932. 

These  eligibility  lists  for  track,  field,  and  tennis  do  not 
replace  the  customary  entry  blanks,  which  are  being  sent 
to  you  by  registered  mail  on  April  8.  The  entry  blanks 
must  be  returned  to  Dr.  J.  W.  Diefendorf  and  must  reach 
him  not  later  than  6  p.  m.,  April  25. 

Three  days  are  required  to  print  the  official  program 
for  the  Interscholastic  Meet.  The  copy  for  this  program 
must,  therefore,  be  made  up  Monday  night  preceding  the. 
meet.  The  committee  meets  Monday  evening,  shortly  after 
six  o'clock  and  must  work  late  into  the  night  getting  this 
copy  ready.  To  change  this  copy  later,  involving,  as  it  does, 
the  change  of  most  of  the  numbers  assigned  to  contestants 
in  each  of  the  fourteen  events,  is  a  tremendous  task.  This 
is  the  reason  for  requiring  that  all  entries  must  be  received 
by  6  p.  m.  on  Monday  preceding  the  meet. 

In  the  future,  entries  reaching  the  general  chairman 
after  that  hour  ivill  not  be  received,  and  the  contestants 
entered  will  not  be  eligible  to  participate.

University  High  School  Honor  Award  Medals  April  30 

As  far  as  is  possible  to  do  so,  the  University  will  en- 
deavor to  house  visiting  contestants  and  provide  meals  at 
minimum  cost  to  all  official  visitors  on  the  occasions  of  these 
contests. 

One  feature  of  the  Interscholastic  Meet,  the  Social 
Hour  for  everybody  after  the  presentation  of  awards  on 
Saturday  evening  is  especially  called  to  the  attention  of 
those  attending. 

If  the  University  is  to  render  the  service  it  wishes  to 
give,  it  is  very  necessary  that  all  schools  send  in  their  en- 
tries promptly  and  that  letters  accompany  the  entry  blanks 
to  the  various  contests  notifying  the  University  of : 

1.  The  number  of  boys  who  wish  to  be  housed. 

2.  The  number  of  girls  who  wish  to  be  housed. 

3.  The  names  of  teachers  and  coaches  accompanying  con- 
testants. 

4.  Whether  teachers  wish  accommodations  provided  for 
them  also. 

5.  Date  and  time  of  arrival  in  Albuquerque. 
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American  Chemical  Society  Prize  Essay  Contest 

For  the  past  eight  years,  students  in  New  Mexico  high 
schools  have  been  sending  essays  to  the  Chemistry  Depart- 
ment of  the  University  of  New  Mexico  to  have  them  en- 
tered in  the  American  Chemrcal  Society  Prize  Essay  Con- 
test. This  year,  Dr.  John  D.  Clark,  the  state  chairman,  has 
received  notice  that  there  will  be  no  contest  in  1932,  and 
this  notice  is  inserted  in  the  bulletin  for  the  information  of 
schools  which  may  not  know  that  this  very  popular  contest 
has  been,  at  least  temporarily,  discontinued. 

The  State  High  School  Music  Contest 

The  State  High  School  Music  Contest  will  be  held  in 
Albuquerque  at  the  same  time  as  the  regular  Interscholas- 
tic  Meet.  Mrs.  Grace  Thompson,  head  of  the  music  depart- 
ment of  the  University  of  New  Mexico,  is  in  charge  of  the 
Music  Contest. 

The  districts  for  the  elimination  contests  in  music  will 
be  the  same  as  for  the  Interscholastic  contests. 

The  finals  will  begin  at  1:30,  Thursday  afternoon, 
April  28.  They  will  be  held  in  the  music  hall  on  the  Uni- 
versity campus.  The  Thursday  afternoon  contests  will  in- 
clude solo  numbers  only. 

Copies  of  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  the 
Music  Contest  can  be  obtained  from  Mrs.  Thompson.  Copies 
of  the  contest  numbers  for  1932  may  be  obtained  from  her 
also.  All  communications  concerning  the  Music  Contest 
should  be  addressed  to  her  at  the  University  of  New  Mexico.

HOUSING  AND  INFORMATION 

The  University  cannot  assume  bills  for  those  who  are 
not  assigned  quarters  by  one  of  the  deans. 

The  housing  of  official  visitors  will  be  in  charge  of  the 
Dean  of  Women  and  the  Dean  of  Men.  They  will  also  main- 
tain an  information  bureau.  Their  offices  are  on  the  first 
floor  of  the  administration  building.  All  visitors  are  re- 
quested to  register  there  as  soon  as  possible  after  arrival. 
This  will  enable  the  deans  to  serve  you  better  and  will  make 
it  possible  for  one  visitor  to  locate  another  more  easily. 

DIVISION  OF  GATE  RECEIPTS 

Gate  receipts  at  the  Interscholastic  Meet  have  never 
been  large.  The  University  pays  all  expenses  of  the  meet, 
so  that  all  gate  receipts  are  divided  among  the  schools  par- 
ticipating, according  to  the  number  of  actual  contestants 
and  miles  traveled.  All  contestants,  whether  in  debate, 
declamation,  tennis,  or  track,  will  share  alike  in  the  pro- 
ceeds. 

To  secure  a  portion  of  these  funds,  it  is  absolutely 
necessary  for  the  teacher  or  coach,  accompanying  each 
team,  to  fill  out  an  information  blank  before  leaving  the 
University  after  the  meet. 
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Declamatory  Contest 

1.  Representation.  Each  of  the  eight  districts  in  the 
state  is  entitled  to  enter  one  representative  in  the  declama- 
tory contest.  Each  representative  should  be  selected  by 
preliminary  contests  in  his  respective  district.  The  name 
of  the  official  representative  shall  be  certified  by  the  vice- 
president  of  the  district,  and  must  reach  the  General  Chair- 
man by  6  P.  M.,  April  25,  1932. 

2.  Eligibility.  The  contestant  shall  be  a  bona-fide  stu- 
dent (except  post-graduate)  in  an  accredited  high  school 
of  the  state. 

3.  Selections.  The  purpose  of  the  declamation  contest 
shall  be  to  build  up  better  citizenship.  Selections  must  deal 
with : 

a.  Fundamental  qualities  or  virtues  necessary  for  good 
citizenship. 

b.  Stories  or  expositions  of  noted  events  or  characters 
that  have  contributed  to  the  making  of  America. 

c.  Patriotic  selections. 

d.  Discussion  of  present-day  public  questions  or  issues. 
Contestants  must  be  able  to  give  the  selections  in  ten 
minutes. 

4.  Delivery.  Exaggeration  of  all  kinds  is  to  be 
avoided.  Remember  the  audience  and  the  purpose,  which  is 
to  entertain.  Artificial  gestures  are  damaging.  Do  not 
gesture  without  an  impulse;  then  do  so  freely.  Learn  to 
breathe  deeply  without  interrupting  the  sense.  Adjust 
pauses  to  the  phrasing  of  the  sense.  Speak  without  slurring 
or  dropping  out  letters. 

5.  Awards.  Gold,  silver,  and  bronze  medals  will  be 
awarded  to  the  winners  in  the  contest. 

6.  Judging.  Contestants  will  be  judged  on  the  follow- 
ing basis: 

a.  Voice    10   % 

b.  Eunuciation  and  pronunciation 20   % 

c.  Stage  presence  and  gestures  20   ' 

d.  Memory  and  interpretation  50   ' 
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At  the  close  of  the  contest,  each  judge  will  rank  the 
contestants  by  the  numbers  1,  2,  3,  etc.  A  speaker  ranked 
first  by  a  majority  of  the  judges  will  be  awarded  first  place. 
In  case  no  speaker  is  so  ranked,  the  contestant  the  sum  of 
whose  rankings  by  all  judges  is  least,  shall  be  awarded  first 
place.  The  same  method  shall  determine  second  and  third 
place,  and  so  on.  So  far  as  possible,  the  judges  shall  not 
know  what  school  a  contestant  represents. 

7.  Suggestions.  The  University  will  be  glad  to  assist 
students  in  the  selection  of  suitable  readings.  Material  pre- 
pared for  this  purpose  will  be  sent  on  request. 

8.  Communication.  Communications  relating  to  this 
contest  should  be  sent  to  Mr.  Telfair  Hendon,  chairman  of 
the  Declamatory  Contest,  University  of  New  Mexico. 


Debate 

The  debate  will  be  held  at  the  University  on  Friday, 
April  29,  1932.  Each  of  the  eight  districts  of  the  state  is 
entitled  to  send  one  team  of  two  regular  students,  both  of 
whom  must  be  enrolled  in  the  same  high  school.  Each  team 
must  be  prepared  to  defend  either  side  of  the  question. 

The  question  for  debate  is :  Resolved :  That  the  several 
states  should  enact  legislation  providing  for  compulsory  un- 
employment insurance. 

This  subject  is  being  used  by  a  large  group  of  states. 
Handbooks  and  materials  may  be  secured  from  the  Exten- 
sion Division  of  the  University  of  New  Mexico.  The  Uni- 
versity of  New  Mexico  will  be  glad  to  furnish  any  other 
assistance  possible  to  debaters  studying  the  subject. 

GENERAL  DEBATE  REGULATIONS 

1.  Each  school  representing  its  district  may  have  one 
team  of  two  debaters. 

2.  Each  team  must  be  prepared  to  debate  either  side 
of  the  question. 

3.  Main  speeches  will  be  limited  to  ten  minutes,  re- 
buttals to  four  minutes. 

4.  No  manuscripts  may  be  used  by  the  speakers.  This 
does  not  exclude  the  use  of  brief  notes. 

5.  No  coaching  or  assistance  may  be  given  a  speaker 
during  the  debate.

6.  Teams  and  coaches  must  be  on  hand  promptly  for 
all  preliminaries  and  the  final  debate. 

7.  All  speakers  shall  have  the  same  amount  of  time 
and  the  time  of  one  speaker  shall  not  be  given  to  another 
speaker.

Track  and  Field  Meet 

On  Friday,  April  29,  and  Saturday,  April  30,  the  Uni- 
versity of  New  Mexico  will,  as  in  former  years,  act  as  host 
to  the  high  schools  of  the  state  on  the  occasion  of  the  Nine- 
teenth Annual  Interscholastic  Meet. 

All  high  schools  in  good  standing  in  the  New  Mexico 
High  School  Athletic  Association  are  invited  to  participate. 

TRACK  AND  FIELD  RULES 

1.  Preliminaries  will  be  held  on  the  first  day  of  the 
meet,  and  the  finals  on  the  second  day. 

a.  In  all  preliminaries,  the  first  six  (6)  contestants 
shall  qualify  for  the  finals. 

b.  If  no  preliminaries  are  held  in  certain  events,  the 
finals  will  be  open  to  all  contestants,  the  first  five 
taking  points. 

2.  The  conduct  of  the  meet  shall  be  governed  by  the 
official  track  and  field  rules  of  the  National  Collegiate  Ath- 
letic Association,  with  the  following  exceptions : 

a.  The  shot  shall  weigh  12  pounds. 

b.  The  two-mile  run  and  the  hammer  throw  are  not 
listed  in  the  order  of  events. 

c.  The  relay  race  will  be  one-half  mile. 

3.  The  half-mile  relay  shall  count  for  points. 

4.  Not  more  than  fifteen  (15)  contestants  may  com- 
pete for  each  institution  represented,  and,  except  for  the 
relay  race,  the  number  of  contestants  per  school  for  each 
event  shall  not  exceed  three. 
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5.  Prizes  will  be  awarded  to  the  winners  of  the  first 
five  (5)  places  in  each  event. 

6.  First  place  shall  count  for  five  points ;  second  place 
three  points ;  third  place  two  points;  fourth  place  one  point; 
fifth  place  one-half  point. 

7.  Medals  will  be  awarded  to  the  winners  of  places  in 
each  event.  Trophy  cups  will  be  awarded  to  the  schools 
having  the  highest  and  second-highest  number  of  points  for 
the  meet.  These  trophies  will  remain  for  one  year  in  the 
possession  of  the  winning  schools. 

8.  Entry  blanks  MUST  be  in  the  hands  of  Dr.  J.  W. 
Diefendorf  by  6  P.  M.  Monday,  April  25,  so  that  there  will 
be  ample  time  for  preparing  and  printing  the  official  score 
card. 


Tennis 

The  tennis  contests  for  boys  will  be  held  on  the  new 
concrete  courts  at  the  University.  The  contests  for  girls 
will  be  held  at  the  Country  Club. 

The  rules  and  regulations  are  as  follow : 

1.  The  rules  of  the  United  States  Lawn  Tennis  Asso- 
ciation will  govern  the  tournament. 

2.  The  preliminary  singles  will  start  Friday  morning, 
April  29,  at  8 :  00  o'clock.  The  finals  will  be  played  Saturday 
morning.  The  preliminary  doubles  will  start  Friday  after- 
noon, April  29,  at  1:00  o'clock.  The  finals  will  be  played 
Saturday  afternoon.  Defaults  for  non-appearance  of  play- 
ers will  be  called  within  twenty  minutes  after  scheduled 
time  for  starting  play. 

3.  For  further  information,  communicate  with  Coach 
Tom  Churchill,  University  of  New  Mexico. 


University  High  School  Honor  Medal 

The  University  of  New  Mexico  wishes  to  recognize  and 
foster  genuine  well-rounded  scholarship  and  leadership  in 
the  high  schools  of  the  state.  To  help  accomplish  this  pur- 
pose, the  University  is  offering  an  Honor  Medal  to  the  best 
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all-round  senior  in  each  accredited  four-year  high  school  in 
the  state  on  the  following  conditions : 

1.  The  student  must  be  a  regular  graduate,  receiving 
a  diploma  from  his  or  her  high  school.  This  is  not  intended 
to  debar  an  excellent  student  who  is  graduating  or  finishing 
up  with  fifteen  units,  provided  these  fifteen  units  meet  the 
entrance  requirements  of  the  University  of  New  Mexico. 

2.  The  student  shall  be  certified  by  the  superintendent 
or  principal  by  April  29  on  a  form  provided  by  the  Uni- 
evrsity. 

3.  Selection  shall  be  based  on  the  following  points : 
Scholarship,  60%  ;  leadership,  25%  ;  participation  in  school 
activities,  15%. 

4.  Selection  shall  be  made  by  concurrent  action  of  the 
high  school  faculty. 

The  University,  on  receipt  of  the  information  blank 
certifying  the  high  point  student,  will  send  the  University 
Honor  Medal  to  the  superintendent  of  schools,  who  will 
make  suitable  presentation  to  the  student  at  commencement 
exercises,  or  the  medal  will  be  presented  by  the  University 
to  this  individual  at  the  time  of  presentation  of  other 
awards  at  the  close  of  the  Interscholastic  Meet,  April  30,  if 
winners  of  the  medal  are  in  attendance  at  the  meet. 

Sixty-three  Honor  Medals  were  presented  last  year  to 
honor  students  from  as  many  high  schools  of  the  state.
